Arms and ammunition which the Chinese Communists send to the Democratic Republic 
of Vietnam (DRV) are transported by military vehicles directly from Nanning to 
Chinghsi, and thence to the DRY. 


2. The Chinese Communist-DRV suppiy depot at Chinghsi was formerly in the Pinshan 
(F ily ) Temple, approximately one kilometer southeast of the city. The natural 
caves near the temple were used as warehouses; and the staff of over 20 persons, 
both Chinese and Vietnamese, utilized the large hall of the temple for an office. 


29X1 3, the supply depot was moved from Pinshan Temple to Huatunghsiang 
1, Wal 3 » about two kilometers north of Chiuchou (106=24, 23-01), south of 
Chinghsi. 'The depot is on the right side of the highway, and consists of four 


temporary warehouses converted from civilian residences, a motor park, and a 
small motor=-vehicle repair shop.
